The cries and curses 
of those poor little victims of their parents’ 
crimes, added the darkest shade to the dread- 
ful picture which met the pitying eyes of this 


angel of mercy. The astonished inmates of 


the prison gazed on her, as though she were 
indeed an angel. The pnre and tranguil ex- 
pression of her beautiful countenance soon 
softened their ferocity. It has been remarked 
that, if virtue could be rendered visible, it 
would be impossible to resist its influence. 
In Mrs, Fry, virtue seemed indeed embodied, 


so lovely and attractive was iue manner of 


her benevolence; and this may account for 
the influence she at once gained over this host 
of abandoned creatures, who had seemed 
worse than savages. 

She addressed them in the most gentle ac- 
cents. ‘ You seem unhappy,’ said she; ‘ you 
are in want of clothes: would you not be 
pleased if some one came to relieve your 


fs | misery ?’ 


‘ Certainly, said one, ‘we need clothes.’ 

‘But nobody cares for us, and where can 
we find a friend?’ said another. 

‘] am come to serve you, if you will allow 
me,’ said Elizabeth Fry, She then went on 
to express her sympathy for them, and offer 
them hope, that they might improve their con- 
dition. She did not say a word about the 
crimes they had committed, nor reproach them. 
She came to comfort, and not to condemn.

‘You are leaving us,’ said they, ‘and you 
will never come again.’ 

‘Yes, I will come again if ye desire it, she 
replied.

In a short time Mrs. Fry made her second 
visit, and intended to pass the whole day. 
The doors were closed and barred, and she 
was left alone with the prisoners. ‘ You must 
not suppose, said she to them, ‘that I have 
come without being commissioned.’ She 
raised the Bible which she brought in her 
hand, and continued, ‘ This book, which has 
been the guide of my life, has brought me to 
you. It directed me to visit the prisoners ; to 
take pity on the poor and afflicted. You are 
afflicted. Iam willing to do all in my power 
to relieve you, but all my efforts will be vain, 
unless you help. Are you willing to hear me 
read.a few passages from this book ?’ 

They assented, and she read from Matthew, 
chapter. xx., the parable of the lord of the vine- 
yard. When she came to the man who was 
hired at the eleventh hour, she paused for a 
moment, and then said, in a gentle but im- 
pressive tone, ‘ The eleventh hour now strikes 
for you, my friends. The greater part of your 
lives has been lost; but Christ is come to save 
sinners.’ 

Some asked who Christ was? Others said 
that he had not come for them; that the time 
was passed, and they could not be saved. 

Mrs. Fry replied that Christ had died to 
save sinners; the poor and afflicted in partic- 
ular he invited to come to him, for he had 
been poor and afflicted. 

She passed the whole day with them, and

during this visit had laid the foundation of a 
most happy change in that gloomy prison. She 
soon obtained permission to establish a school 
for the children of those poor women; and 
when she saw how joyfully their mothers ac- 
ceded to her proposal of giving religious in- 
struction to their little ones, she felt sure of 
success. ‘I'he female whose maternal affec- 
tion is warm and sure, cannot be wholly lost 
to virtue. And thus she went on, softening, 
by her words of peace and arts of love, the 
most turbulent and perverse tempers, and even 
taming the violence of the unruly tongue 
which it would seem only a miracle could 
have accomplished. The reform was most 
astonishing; and, thanks to her perseverance 
and the years she has devoted to this pious 
undertaking, a total change has been effected 
in the female departments of this prison. The 
influence of virtue has prevailed, and many 
wretched beings have found Newgate an asyl- 
um of repentance and heavenly hope. 


VOICE FROM WEYMOUTH!! 


Our Corresponpinc Epiror anp Brotuer,

Our friends, we suppose, miss from our columns 
the contributions of his pen. In a former paper we 
alluded to his confinement in Portland from ill 
health. His friends had become somewhat alarm- 
ed about him, but we are informed that he isso fat 
recovered, that he is expected home in a very few 
days. We are glad to find his Society in Wey- 
mouth so fearless in their expressions respecting 
the treatment he received in the streets of Portland. 
We feel indignant at such conduct. What sort of a 
City Government is there in Portland? Cannot a 
man walk safely there at noon-day? From all we 
can learn as yet no movement has been made by 
the City Authorities, to search out this outrage. 
It seems hard indeed, that an unoffending individu- 
al cannot attend a meeting there, and then return 
quietly to his lodgings. And this was not an Anti- 
Slavery meeting, where persons think sometimes 
they may take all liberties with the advocates*of 
that great enterprise. It appears that our Brother 
had been on a Jong and severe tour as an Anti-Sla- 
very agent, and that the evening on which the out- 





rage was inflicied, he was returning home from an 
Anti-Catholic meeting, as we have just learned 
from Rev. Mr. Sparry, who lectured against Popery 
that evening, our brother asked the privilege of free 
discussion, but was denied. But we will not extend 
our remarks.

‘Wuereas, The méeting of the friends of the 
abolition of Capital Punishment m the State of Mas- 
sachusetts, did on the evening of Thursday, Decem- 
ber 26th, appoint a committee of their number, con- 
sisting of John Pierpont, John W. Brown, §. J. May, 
Walter Channing, Robert Rantoul, Jr., Ellis Gray

Spear, to wait upon the Governor and Council of the 
Commonwealth, and petition for a short reprieve 
for Thomas Barrett, sentenced to be hang at Wor- 
cester, ou the 3d of January; and whereas, said com- 
mittee have attended faithfully to the duty assigned 
to them, and personally urged our request upon the 
Governor and Council, representing among other

These Resolations were drawn up by Isaac H.

Some persons felt it 
their duty to wait on His Excellency even at 10 
o'clock in the evening. The result we have given 
in another paper. It is sufficient to say that 
after all our labor, the criminal was executed. 
We like the resolations very much. They express 
plainly the whole truth. We tind now everywhere 
astrong feeling pervading the community.

EXECUTION OF BARRETT. 

| A poor, unfortunate fellow-niortal, by the 
}name of Thomas Barrett, was put to death in 
| Worcester, by the authority of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, on Friday, Jan. 3d. 
It is alleged, that Barrett killed a woman in 
town of Lunenburgh, sometime ago 
| Whether he was guilty or innocent of this 
| charge, we know not; but this much we do 
know, that if he killed the woman, the State 
also have done the same thing to him, and 
_they are to be regarded therefore as just alike 
in that matter. They have both cominitted 
| murder. And another fact to be remembered 
is, the killing of Barrett did not bring ‘the 
murdered woman to life. 

Barrett either killed the woman, or he did 
not. If the latter, what an awful wrong has 
|the Commonwealth committed! They have 
shed innocent blood. But supposing him to 
have done the deed, was there any need of 
killing him’? Did it do any body good? Did 
it make society any more secure. The Com- 
/monwealth’s officers had Barrett completely 
in their power; he was imprisoned, manacled, 
'fettered; he could not move hand or foot 
without their permission. Who then could he 
jharm? He might have been kept so, shut up 
in a dungeon, without seeing a human face, or 
a ray of light, or even the hand that fed him. 
| What need was'there then of killing him? It 
| was evidently not for the benefit of the’exam-

Dr. Channing, Rev. Charles Spear, and others, 
were so deeply wrought on by these circum- | 
stances, that they earnestly solicited the Gov- | 
ernor and Council to postpone the execution | 
for a few weeks merely, to give them an op-| 
portunity to get out all the facts. The pris-| 
oner was a poor helpless man, and had not 
the means of getting at all the truth necessa- 
ry to his defence. Men high in power are apt 
to become deaf to the cry for merey. We will 
not hastily blame them; perhaps the great 
cares of State make an individual’s life apyear | 
a small matter. We cannot account fer the 
haste of Barrett's execution. What ossible 
good was accomplished by his being «illed on 
that very day? Why could not the execution 
have been postponed for a short time? Itwas 
all that was asked for. But all is over—Bar- 
rett is dead—he was killed by the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts.— Trumpet.
